NEW BURGESS 


Will Be Built on Damarin 


Farm East of the City. 


An Important Meeting of Business 


Men Held Tuesday Evening 


At the Portsmouth Bank—400 Lots on 


the Damarin Farm Will Be Sold at 


8200 Each—Plan in Detail. 


There was an important meeting of 


business men of the city yesterday 
evening at the Portsmouth National 
bank to consider tlic Burgess mill 
matter and the new plan by which it 
will be secured to Portsmouth. 


There were about thirty of the 


leading 
and representative" men of 


the city present. 
The meeting was 


organized by electing 'A. L. Sanford 
president and W. A. ;McFarlin secre- 
tary. Mr. Sanford called on Mr. Vin- 
cent, Mr. York's representative, to 
make a statement as to what they de- 
sired oC the citizens of the city. 


Mr. Vincent said in cflcct that the 


Burgess had splendid offers 
from 


other cities to locate their new plant. 
The best of these offers aggregated 
$125,000. Mr. York however, did not 
want to leave Portsmouth. 
He was 


anxious to stay here under certain 
conditions. 
Mr. Vincent said that 


Mr. York had secured options on the 
Damarin and Chick farms east of the 
city. 
The Damarin farm had been 


platted into five hundred lots and the 
Chick farm into four hundred lots. If 
the citizens of the city would pur- 
chase' these lots the new Burgess 
would be built here. 


The 
question was raised as to 


whether it would be necessary to sell 
the entire number of lots. Mr. York, 
who had come in in the meantime, 
said that he would go ahead when 
eighty per cent, of the lots had been 
sold. 
This would make four hundred 


lots for-the Damarin farm and three 
hundred and twenty lots of the Chick

The new mill will employ 


a much larger force of men than the 
old, and the pay-roll be increased fifty 
per cent. The total pay-roll yearly of 
the new mill will be $300,000. 
As 


soon as the mill is in running order, 
Mr. York pi'oposcs to build an im- 
mense blast furnace, which will in- 
crease the number ot men employed. 


The meeting decided to actively 


push the work of selling the lots. 
They will be forty feet front and one 
hundred ;and ten feet deep. 
These 


will be sold for $200 each. 
One-third 


will be sold for cash, one-third in one 
year and one-third in two years. 


Messrs. A. T. Johnson, P. S. Clark, 


Simon Labold, Samuel Reed and A. 
T. II ol co nib were appointed a generai 
committee to push the sale of the 
lots. They were empowered to select 
a committee of twenty additional 
men to aid them. 
They selected A.

August Maier, J. J. Eardin, Gco. D. 
Selby, F. E. Knauss, James Skelton,

The new committee met this morn- 
ing at the Portsmouth National bank 
and will actively begin the work of 
selling the lots. They will sell the 
lots as rapidly as possible, as Mr. 
York is anxious to get to work on the 
new mill at once. That the lots wil 
be sold without much difficulty seems 
assured.

The Brooklyn was a 
half mile closer to us than any other 
ship, and I determined to try and ram 
her so that the Colon and Oquendo 
could get away, and I started for her. 
She was a good mark with her big 
broadside, and as I started I thought 
surely I would get her, but she had 
evidently seen us, and very quickly 
Ehe turned about and making a short 
circle came at our port side so that 
I thought she would ram us. 


"I moved in toward shore so that T 


could avoid her, and then I saw that 
the Oquendo had gone ashore also, her 
stearapipes evidently having been sev- 
ered by a shell. The maneuver of the 
Brooklyn was beautiful. 
We opened 


a rapid fire at her with all our big 
guns, but she returned it with terrible 
effect. The Oregon also hit us several 
times, but the Brooklyn's 
broadside 


crashing into our superstructure sim- 
ply terrorized the men. 


"We worked all our guns at her at 


one time and I don't see how she es- 
caped us. She simply drove us in to 
shore, at one time fighting us at 1,100 
yards. One shell went along the en- 
tire gun deck, killing half the men on 
it and wounding nearly all the rest. 
A shell from tin Oregon hit the super- 
structure and it was then that, wound- 
ed and knowing we could

away, 1 struck the flag and started for 
the beach. 


"I did not instruct tho men to load 


the guns and do not know why they 
were loaded. We were ou fire badly, 
and when those men who were ali,e 
started to swim for shore the Cubans 
on shore shot at us until the Ameri- 
can ships arrived and stopped them. 
The Brooklyn prevented me from get- 
tinug away, for I could have beaten 
the Oregon out, as I had a two mile 
lead of her. My orders were to try 
and sink the Brooklyn, and I tried to 
carry them out.

Two of the cooks 
of the Cristobal Colon have been de- 
tailed to assist the 12 Americans in 
this work, and these men have a much 
better prospect for good living than 
they have had in a long time.
